REPORT ON PRESS FREEDOM 
Freedom of the American press la In dan- 
Ker, according lo the commission on the 
ireedom of the prew. The group docs not see 
an Immediate danger, but It cites a potential 
peril if present .setups and practices con- 
tinue. 

This conclusion Ls the result of four years 
of study by 13 scholar.-i. headed by President 
Robert M, Hutchlns of the University of Chi- 
cago. Tiiclr study also Included radio, movies, 
books, and magazines. Our chief interest la 
naturally In the findings In the field of jour- 
nalism. 

Tlie comml.s.slon found the chief perils to 
press freedom In such things as the "big busi- 
ness" aspect;; of new.spapcr ownership; too 
much sensationalism and too little public rc- 
.sponslblllty; news distortion through pres- 
sure, personal interests, or emphasis on "flrst- 
ness." and lack of "mutual crltlcLsm." 

It rrccdom at the press Is in danger, most 
newspapers will certainly want lo know 
where the danger lies. And certainly they will 
be grateful for Intelligent outside criticism In 
their own and the public's Interest. Direct or 
implied criticism Is a vital newspaper func- 
tion. Members of the profession will scarcely 
overlook It^ value as It applies to them and 
their prodbct. 

But there Is some doubt as to whether this 
criticism Is as valuable as It is Interesting. 
The doitbt arLses from the fact that the com- 
mission has made Its report so Rcnerallzed 
that IL runs the risk of distortion and over- 
emphasis. 

Perhaps many of Its criticisms are true in 
Individual cases. But we don't think they add 
up to an entirely accurate conclusion. For 
one thing, the report tendi to make "big 
business" synonymous with evil. It Is true 
that newspaper ownership Is in fewer hands 
today than 30 years ago. The same thing Is 
true of railroads and automobile manufac- 
turing. But it docs not hold that the railroads 
luid auto industry serve the public less well 
OS a result. 

There are limitations Imposed on new- 
comers in the publishing field— some good 
and necessary, some not. The latter are being 
eliminated gradually by internal and ex- 
ternal action. But with oil of them removed, 
there might not be a great Increase In the 
number of papers. There are varying degrees 
or competence In newspaper publishing, as 
In other fields. Lack of public acceptance and 
consequent failure cannot be eliminated. 

As for "sensationalism." that's n loose and 
trick word. Many "sensational" exposures by 
newspapers have advanced Justice and the 
public welfare. Furlhermore, the normal la 
not always news. Millions of John Joneses 
may live uprightly, perform valuable duties, 
be kind to the wife and kids, and go to bed 
early. But people aren't Kolng to buy new.s- 
papcrs to read about them. 

The commission advocates mutual criticism 
and repeal of the "unwritten law" whereby 
newspapers ignore one another's errors, mis- 
representations, and lies. Well, we don't think 
they do Ingore them, if one newspaper re- 
ports the truth where another errs or lies, 
the shortcomings are not being Ignored. 
■ Errors and misrepresentations are not al' 
ways malicious. Would It help, when they 
otcur, for a rival paper to come forth with an 
wUtoHal saying. 'The editor of the Morning 
■•^QSlc Is a liar" or "Our contemporary, the 
ETenlng Breeze, is staffed by fat-headed 
executives' nnd lousy reporters?" 

Newspapers used to do that, back In Hor- 
ace Grecley-.s time. They don'i today, foi 
Kime rea.son thai other professions don't 
Constant mutual criticism would ca-st doubt 
ori the Kood faith of the critics, and under- 
line public confidence In an honorable call- 
ing made up in the great majority of hon- 
orable men. 

ITie newspaper profession Is by no mean.s 
"^'''"^ °' Publishers and 
editors or low taste and low standards. But 
v.e think they are the exception 

Perhaps the commission missed a bet by 
nni n1?.M^ ^ ^""^ Journalistic practice 
and putting a flngi-r on specific evils. If it 
had named names, cited cases, and said 
Such things are an affront to the public 
and a neglect of duty." nny dangers to press 
averted more readily.
